District Attorney in downtown Los Angeles. 

' In another crime, police are investigating an 
alleged embezzlement of money by Janice Mac¬ 
Donald, 42, San Dimas, against Dr. Steven 
Bench, a dentist in Sierra Madre. MacDonald 
had served as Bench’s receptionist for three 
years. 

Cordischi said that he had been investigating 
the case for two months and was waiting for her 
attorney to bring her in for questioning. He has 
requested felony charges on embezzlement of up 
to $2000 allegedly during a period of one to two 
years. 

Cordischi said that if she does not come in on 
her own, police will file either Wednesday or 
Thursday. 


Sierra Madre Police have a $20,000 warrant 
out for the arrest of Phyllisann S. Vecchio, 46, 
of Pasadena on three charges: elder abuse and 
embezzlement against an elder’s property; grand 
theft; and theft of personal property. The victim, 
according to Detective John Cordischi, is Paul 
lCaQftiman,~7S, of Monrovia, formerly of Sierra 
Madre. 

"It is a case of a younger person embezzling 
property owned by an elder," Interim Police 
Chief John Thurman said. 

Vecchio was advised to turn herself in either 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Cordischi said that the crime occurred in 
July, 1993, when Kauffman suffered a stroke and 
he was taken to Huntington Hospital. She was 
allegedly absconded with ihoney, personal be¬ 
longings and a $40,000 Jaguar which, police say, 
she put in her name without permission. Kauff¬ 
man thought the belongings were being stored, 
and when he was released from the hospital he 
realized that he had none of his belongings left.

Acting like a governor giving a prisoner on 
death row a reprieve. Sierra Madre City Council 
on Tuesday evening gave all businesses about to 
be padlocked, because they had not been retrofit¬ 
ted by the deadline, two more weeks. 

Businesses at 17 and 21 Kersting Court, and 
25 West Sierra Madre Blvd. (Domino’s Pizza, 
Fishermen’s Wharf and Household Bank) were 
given until Saturday, padlock day, to show that 
they are sincere in completing their seismic 
retrofitting that was ordered completed by Ordi¬ 
nance No. 1059 in January, 1990. The council 
gave the property owners three years to fulfill the 
state-mandated retrofitting requirements for 
safety. 

By Saturday, city staff will check on them to 
see if significant progress has been made. Steve 
Pock, building official, will watch progress, and 
if no significant progress has been made, he will 
padlock the businesses Saturday evening. They 
will be back bn the City Council agenda on Feb.

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‘Gimme that old time prescription

More progress in health care has been 
made in the last 1(X) years than in all of 
previously recorded history. In that relatively 
brief time diseases that have scourged man¬ 
kind for centuries have been eliminated, or at 
least controlled. Now, more people than ever 
before have access to the best medical treat¬ 
ment ever. But the explosion in population, 
coupled with the increasing numl^r who can¬ 
not pay the ever-rising costs, have created one 
of the most complex problems facing the mod¬ 
ern world. It was not always so. 

In my hometown of 1000 people in rural 
Illinois there were three doctors, all capable 
men, but handicapped by the lack of modem 
medicine and reliable transportation. Medical 
treatment was simple and direct, from stark 
necessity. Because of poor roads it was not 
always possible to get a patient to the nearest 
hospital, 25 miles away. More than a few ap¬ 
pendectomies were performed on the kitchen 
table using chloroform as the anesthetic and 
an old-fashioned straight razor as the scalpel. 

I am speaking of the years just prior to World 
War I. 

Doctors were kept busy taking care of the 
numerous farm injuries and the frequent dis¬ 
eases of childhood. And there were often 


broken wrists and dislocated elbows, mish<q}s 
relative to cranking the early version of the 
Model T Ford. Ordinary illnesses and injuries 
were taken care of at home. 

Medicine cabinets were unknown in our 
little town, but every household had a shelf 
holding bottles of iodine, peroxide, turpentine 
and small, flat cans of salve. And, of course, 
tht^'ever-present and hateful bottle of castor 
oil, cutely named "Castoria." There was an¬ 
other article, definitely not considered med¬ 
icinal, but which I sometimes sampled on the 
sly. I sneaked down the cellar and drank a tin 
cup of that foamy, salty, but tasty juice at the 
top of the stone jar of sauerkraut. This brew 
had explosive results and it was best not to 
stray too far from the outhouse until the in¬ 
ternal, plumbing had quieted down. 

Some mothers tied bags of asefidia a- 
round their childrens’ necks to ward off 
disease. It probably worked, as no self-Te- 
specting germ would come within a mile of 
that terrible odor. 

A surprising number of men stoutly 
maintained that whiskey would cure any 
ailment worth having. Their wives did not 
concur.

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Planning Comniissioners hear 
Wesley summarize R-1 standards 


Planning Commissioner Fred Wesley summa¬ 
rized the new ordinance with proposed R-1 stan¬ 
dards at last Thursday’s meeting and explained 
that the main intent was to require some public 
input for large homes. "Large," he said, was to 
be determined based on lot coverage. He specif¬ 
ied that the 30 percent lot coverage pertained to 
single homes. If the lot is 15,000 square feet, the 
owner can build a one-story home of 4500 square 
feet.. 

He suggested that certain "triggers" should be 
built in which would require the Planning Com¬ 
mission to review a development. He explained 
that the commission is trying to avoid another 
Acacia (in which a large home with two stories 
and a basement, instead of three stories, was al¬ 
lowed at the location.) He said the "triggers" 
would include both height and size of the home 
and would depend upon overall lot size. 

Wesley said that how the height of a home is 
measured is "now very vague, subject to inter¬ 
pretation." In the new code, it is impossible to

The new code would propose an aggregate of 
30 percent of the lot width for sideyard setbacks 
instead of the present 10 percent lot width on 
each side. 

The third change, Wesley explained, con¬ 
cerned Conditional Use Permits which, he said, 
should be one of the trigger points "so the project 
would immediately be reviewed by the commis¬ 
sion with the following conditions: if the pro¬ 
posed structure is two stories and the owner is 
asking for a basement; if the building is over 
4000 square feet; if it exceeds the two-thirds of 
permitted lot coverage; and if any structure ex¬ 
ceeds 25 feet in height." 

The audience supported the ordinance and one 
resident thought that both the property owners 
and tenants should be notified if nearby building 
is being proposed. The commission directed staff 
to look into this rule. Another resident suggested 
that property be posted so that neighbors were 
aware of what’s going on.

Ask the retailer for the name of the manufac¬ 
turer or obtain the RN number from the care 
label. Call the Federal Trade Commission at 
(202)326-3170 and ask for the manufacturer's 
name. Send the item registered mail, return 
receipt requested, with an explanation to 
them. If the responsibility ■ lies with the 
dry cleaner, we will make an adjustment based 
on the life expectancy, age, condition, and 
replacement cost of item.

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Know your postal worker

As I interviewed this week’s postal woiic- 
er, Doug Parker, I was finding it hard to 
believe one man could do all tlK things this 
man does. Doug’s actual title is "Accounts 
and WiiKlow Technician," but that barely cov¬ 
ers what he does. 

His first task is to help the customers of 
whom he says are "really great!" But he also 
is in charge of all functions of the post office 
boxes, all the financial affairs of the post 
office, acts as the supply and retail clerk 
(should the post office iKed to buy something 
in town). Re also makes sure that tli^ vending 
machines are stocked, and working properly, 
and orders and stocks all the extras you can 
buy at the post office. 

Among Doug’s other interests are travel¬ 
ing, woodworking (he made 50 Christmas 
presents), camping in Utah, and flying re¬ 
mote-controlled gliders and sail planes. 

But his biggest enjoyment is his ever¬ 
growing layout of Model "G" trains. Model 
"G" trains are the largest scale model trains 
you can buy. They are 11*>4 times smaller 
than the real thing, and are a part of Doug’s 
overall layout called "Garden Railroading." 

Instead of petunias and daisi^, Doug has 
in his garden a little stream, a waterfall, a

pass over, and, soon to come, more little 
houses, a power station and a generating plant 
complete with paddle wheel.

To Neuter or Not?

Help has also come from Los Angeles 
Turf Club, operator of Santa Anita Park, and 
the Oak Tree Racing Association, who have 
pledged $15,000 and $5000, respectively, to 
the American Red Cross disaster relief efforts 
related to the Northridge earthquake. 

Cliff Goodrich, Santa Anita president, 
and Clement Hirsch, president of Oak Tree, 
jointly ann ounced the donations. In addition, 
Santa Anita will donate $1 per person above 
the 15,000 level^ttending the track on Satur¬ 
day, Jan. 29."" 

Goodrich said Santa Anita also will reach 
out to other organizations within Thorough¬ 
bred racing in this area to solicit their help in 
earthquake relief. Along that line, jockey Alex 
Solis and his agent, Harry Hacek, announced 
that they will donate all of their earnings from 
Friday’s races for earthquake relief.
